How the Fraud Is Worked. 

This is the way, it was stated, 
veterans work the tag fraud: 

Under the state law a confederate 
veteran is entitled a free business 
license. The city government of At- | 
lanta issues veterans’ tags upon the | 
presentation of the free state license. | 
|A veteran under the system can get 
‘just as many tags as he wants, be- | 
.cause he has a right to run as many 
| wagons as he can. When a wagon has 
'@ veteran's license tag on it, no ques- 
‘tions are asked. If the wagon 
driven by some one who is not a vet- 
eran, the owner of the tag tells the 
|officers that he “has hired the driver.’ 
The veterans, so it is charged, who are 
carrying on the fraud, get a large num- | 
ber of tags, and then rent them out | 
by the week at a nominal cost o7 
about $1 a week. So, if a veteran has 
twenty-five tags he can realize $25 a 
week on them. ' 

It Is a Great Hardship.

DR. LINDSAY JOHNSON 
DIES AT CARTERSVILLE 


Well-Known Physician Passes, 
Away After a Long 
IlIness. 


(Cartersville, Ga.. May 11.—Dr. Lind- | 
say Johnson, a prominent physician | 
and surgeon, died at his home in this 
city this morning at 8:30 o'clock after 
a long illness.

Shoot Soldiers Off Reserva- 
tion Made Good—TIwo Men 


Seriously Inured. 


Beaufort, 8. C., May 11.—Six soldiers 
of the 127th company coast artillery 
stationed at Fort Fremont, on St. 
Helena Island, have been shot by ne- 
groes just outside of the reservation 
lines between 9 o'clock Monday night 
and 1 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. Two 
of the men, Privates Quigley and Mc- 
Nally, are seriously, but not fatally 
wounded, while Privates McCarthy, 
Stansberry, Callahan and Sleder are 
less badly shot. 

The 
Potter, have left the 
neighborhood and have not been ar- 
rested up to this time. About a week 
ago Isaac Potter and a soldier from 
the fort had a fight on the road near 
Cusper City, on St. Helena Island, 
which resulted in Potter being cut 
by the soldier. It is said that at that 
time and afterward the two Potters 
threatened to shoot the first soldier 
caught off the reservation after that 
night. 

Two Privates Ambushed. 

On Monday night Privates Callahan, 
McCarthy, Stansberry and Sleder were 
shot from the bushes while walking 
along a road a short distance from the 
reservation lines. The weapons used 
were shotguns and the smaliness of 
the shot used was all that prevented 
fatal results, as the men were fired on 
from close range. 

Considerable -excitement and much 
feeling was apparent among some of 
the men after the shooting of the sol- 
diers on Monday night, and on Tues- 
day a party of six soldiers are said 
to have gone to the Potter house, car- 
rving two shotguns along with them, 
to see the Potters and find 
whether or not they had anything to 
do with the shooting of their com- 
rades on the previous night. 

It is said the soldiers were all 


drunk at the time and began shooting 
up the house as soon as they came up.

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ICHTING TO SAVE. 
“IMMUNITY BATH” 


Sugar Trust Appeals to 
U. S. Supreme Court. 


The Trust Wants Protection 
Against the Governmient of 
the United States---The Pro- 
ceeding Is.Said to Be Wholly 
Novel. 


May 11.—Fighting for 
the preservation inviolate to corpora- 
tions of the “immunity bath” the 
American Sugar Refiining Company to- 
day appealed to the supreme court of 
the United States for protection 
against the government. The con- 
troversy arises out of an investigation 
by a federal grand jury in New York. 

The jury desired to examine two 
specified books of the corporation. In- 
stead f issuing a subpoena to the sec- 
retary of the corporation or other of- 
ficial requiring him to appear with 
those books, United States Attorney 
Wise procured a subpoena from Judge 
Holt directed to the corporation it- 
self, 

An attempt was made by the cor- 
poration to have Judge Lacombe quash 
the subpoena. He declined, and when 
the corporation failed to comply, fined 
it $600 for contempt. 

Judge Lacombe said the procedure 
was, no doubt, wholly novel practice. 
He added that it seemed to be a log- 
ical outcome of the distinction that of 
corporations, unlike individuals, were 
not protected by the fifth amendment 
the constitution, which provided 
that no person shall be compelled in 
any criminal case to be a witness 
against itself. 

Judge Lacombe said he was not pre- 
pared to assent to the proposition that 
the officer producing the books is en- 
titled to volunteer testimony as to 
what the books contain, nor was the 
judge impressed with the argument 
that the corporatior could not physi- 
cally produce the books. He said

Supreme Court Holds Cold 
tag Storage Man Not at 
Fault. 


If the temperature of T. R. Sawtell’s 
refrigerator plant fell so low that & 
quantity of apples belonging to Mc- 
Cullough Bros., and Hancock & Kolb, 
were frozen, it was not the fault:of Mr. 
Sawtell, according to the evidence ad- 
duced at the trial of the suit for dam- 
ages instituted by the former. 

Such was the decision of the supreme 
court in the case as was handed down 
Wednesday, and in which the verdict 
of the lower court was sustained. 

The plaintiffs, in their suit for dam- 
ages, contended that Mr. Sawtell had 
agreed to keep the storage room at the 
proper temperature, and that he had 
failed to do so. Mr. Sawtell contended 
that the plaintiffs, when they stored 
their apples in his plant, had agreed to 
look after it themselves, and that, ac- 
cordingly, he was not responsible if the 
apples froze. 

The jury decided that Mr. Sawtell 
had made out the stronger case, and 
the supreme court, in reviewing it, 
decided there was nothing in the evi- 
dence or the instructions of the court 
to mislead the jury.

Increased facili- 
ties for the handling of traffic, which 
will cost a quarter of a million dol- 
lars, are planned and partly under way.

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ORDINANCES NOT ENFORCED; 
OTHERS ARE BADLY NEEDED 


0, C Fuller Makes Sugges- 
lions Looking to Civic 
Improvements 


“A city beautiful—one pleasant to 
the eye and ear,” is the suggestion of 
O. CG. Fuller, clerk of the United Btates 
court, who points out some of the sim- 
ple means by which this desideratum 
may be attained. 

“The suceess of the recent grand op- 
era has demonstrated,” said Mr. Fuller 
yesterday, “that Atlanta has gotten be- 
yond the sole quedtion of meat and 
bread. The almost unanimous approv- 
al of the issue of bonds has provided 
for sewers, water and schools. Now 
let us go just a step further and put 
the finishing touches necessary to 
make Atlanta not only a,healthy: city 
to live in, but one pleasant to the eye 
and ear, which can be done at almost 
no expense and will simply mean the 
strict enforcement of existing city or- 
dinances and the enactment and strict 
enforcement of a few additional ones. 

“Let us see what some of these or- 
dinances in force now are and insist 
that they be enforced and such other 
ordinances enacted ag will make this 
city a delight to its inhabitants, a 
commendation to visitors and an ad- 
vertisement abroad. Think for a mo- 
‘ment what the rigid enforcement of 
all of the following city laws would 
would mean to the health and comfort 
of the citizens of this city. 

Ordinances Not FE:nforced. 


“The following are some of the ex- 
isting city ordinances not enforced, 
and why they are not enforced should 
be asked of our worthy and able may- 
or and chief of police: 

“First, the ordinance prohibiting 
spitting on the streets, street cars and 
public places of the city. 

“Second, the ordinance providing for 
inspection of meats, fruits and vege- 
tables. 

“Third, the ordinance providing that 
no dog shall be allowed to run at large 
without a city tag. 

“Fourth, the ordinance providing for 
inapection and standards of all weights 
and measures. 

“Fifth, the ordinances prohibiting 
open boxes, barrels or cans for gar- 
bage. 

“Sixth, the ordinances prohibiting 
the carrying of dirt, trash, etc. in 
wagons not so constructed as to al- 
low the same to be soattered along 
the streets (of which ordinance the 
oity wagons are frequent violators). 

“Seventh, the ordinance prohibiting 
roller skating on the sidewalks and 
streets of the city. 
of the Road. 

“Kighth, the ordinance providing 
‘rules of the road’ (of which ordinance 
the city fire department violates at 
every fire, endangering the lives of its 
citizeng to prevent the payment by in- 
surance companies, frequently of only 
a few dollars’ worth of shingles on a 
roof). 

“Ninth, the ordinance prohibiting 
over 6 miles per hour for bicycles, rid- 
ing on sidewalks and providing for 
ringing of gongs or belis. 

“Tenth, the ordinance prohibiting the 
throwing of garbage, sweepings and 
liquids on the streets, 

“Bieventh, the ordinance prohibiting 
the blocking of more than one-half of 
the streeta and sidewalks by contrac- 
tors for more than 30 days before a 
building is actually commenced, and 10 
days after completion 

“Twelfth, the ordinance requiring 
property owners to keep shade trees 
properly trimmed and on failure to do 
s0, the commissioner of public works 
to cause the same to be done at the 
expense of the property owner. 

Ordinances Needed. 

“If the above ordinances were satrict- 
ly enforced and the following enact- 
ed and enforced, what a healthy and 
beautiful city we might have, and if 
our enterprising and public-spirited 
may and chief of police say that the 
above are not enforced for lack of an 
adequate police force (in which ex- 
planation no one who is acquainted 
with the facts can disagree with them), 
then the addition of ten or twelve 
plain clothes ‘Jumbo Hunters’ for this 
purpose alone, will solve the question 
and our uniformed police be used sole- 
ly to keep the peace. 

“First, an ordinance, not regulating 
but stopping, the smoke nuisance, 
which is not only demanded for a clean 
city, but a healthy one as well. Ask 
any competent specialist on tubercu- 
logis as to what part smoke oontributes 
to the prevalence of this disease. 

“Second, an ordinance that no street 
shall be swept unless sprinkled imme- 
Giately before sweeping. If it was 
the intention to spread tuberculosis 
in this city, no combination could be 
devised so effectual as allowing spit- 
ting om the streets, especially near the 
ourbing, letting it dry, then a street 
aweeper with a broom raise a cloud of 
dust containing these germs to be in- 
haled by the passer-by or by one wait- 
ing on the ourbing for a car or car- 
riage. The streets to be cleaned at 
night by flushing wagons and not by 
street sweeping. 

“Third, an ordinance prohibiting the 
keeping of cows inside of the city lim- 
its, or at least inside of a 2-mile lim- 
it from the center of the city, and no 
cow to be driven through the streets 
unless lied by a rope. Many lawns, 
flower beds and small shrubbery have 
been ruined by irresponsible and care- 
less negro boys allowing oows to run 
loose through the streets while driv- 
ing them back and forth to pasture. 

Get Rid of NAolse. 

“Wour, an ordinance, or regulation by 
the railroad commission, prohibiting 
noisy street cars. No car can be op- 
erated noiselessiy. but very much of 
the noise from street care can be

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avoided and is not necessary when 
proper gearing is used. Our other- 
wise fine street car system is greatly 
marred by unnecessary noise. Let 
some of the money divided among its 
stockholders as dividends be put into 
better machinery and the machinery 
better kept up. 

“Fifth, an ordinance that hereafter 
no brick shall be used as pavement for 
sidewalks. Brick is unsuitable for 
that purpose and in freezing weather 
dangerous to the pedestrian. The city 
should be allowed to require in every 
case of a new sidewalk, or repairs to 
an old one, that tile or cement only 
be laid. If the city is liable in dam- 
ages for injury to life or limb by rea- 
son of a defective sidewalk, why 
should not the aity be allowed to say 
what kind of a walk should be laid 
down and kept up? 

Smoother Streets. 


‘Sixth, an ordinance replacing al! 
belgian block on residence streets, or 
that the new process so successfully 
used in some other cities of laying 
asphalt on top of belgian block be re- 
quired. 

“Seventh, an ordinance that the ear- 
splitting auto horns be discontinued 
and a uniform sounding horn be sub- 
stituted more pleasing to the ear. 

“Eighth, an ordinance regulating 
bill boards or abolishing them and pro- 
hibiting the tndecent pictures now so 
often seen on the same. 

“All of the above seem to be practi- 
cable, and are in force in many cities, 
and ore not suggestive by a bilious 
and dyspeptic old man, but by one who 
is healthy, young and happy, and who 
loves his city and pleads for a health- 
ler, happier and cleaner city. Think 
it over, Mr. and Mrs. Taxpare, Mayor 
and City Council, and please get busy 
and see that those whose duty it is to 
enforce existing laws do so.”

In Towa. once the ‘most rock-ribbed of republican states, the 
other day, the “insurgent” Senators Dolliver and Cummins alig.ed 
themselves squarely and derisively. against the policies of the re- 
publican administration and against the policies of the republican 
party as construed by the majority of its representatives in con- 
gress. 

So common are such incidents, in both parties, that no longer 
does the nation greet them with shocked amazement. 

The reason is plain—and epochal. 

It is, that—there is impending in America a new declaration of 
iridependence, and a rearrangement of party labels. 

Its leaven is working through the rank and file of each party, 
through the length and ‘breadth of every state arid territory. 

It is a declaration of independence which blasts old political 
structures with the lightning of tolerance and independence in polli- 
tics from flag-pole to foundation stone. 

It decrees that, henceforth, PARTY LABEL must adapt itself 
te CONVICTION, not conviction to party label, as has been the 
ante-bellum practice in party government in this country. 

It sounds the death knell of the ancient rallying cry of “party 
loyalty,” unless loyalty to party is compatible with honest judgment 
and conviction upon public issues. 

Indicating the non-partisan nature of the epidemic, Senator A. 
S. Clay of Georgia, the other day, in the United States senate, 
souinded a keynote of independence and allegiance to conviction 
which has hardly been surpassed since the similar memorial utter- 


ance from Benjamin Harvey Hill.

“Persistency, combined with deter- 
mined effort, on the part of Atlantans, 
will most certainly get for us the stop- 
overs,” said John L. Moore, the opti- 
cian, yesterday. “Atlanta must have 
stop-overs by all means, and I believe 
that standing shoulder to shoulder, At- 
lanta business men can So forcibly im- 
press this upon the. railroads that they 
will grant the desired concession. 

“I was forcibly impressed with a re- 
cent editorial appearing in The Con- 
stitution which shawed that numbers 
of cities of less importance, and some 
of them of less size than Atlanta, now 
have stop-over privileges. That thes: 
cities are in the middle west is besid: 
the mark, it seems to me. If the roads 
in that section can afford to grant 
stop-overs, why cannot those entering 
Atianta make the same concession? 

“The roads, I understand. set ou’ 
that they would lose greatly by ticket 
‘scalping. if they granted stop-overs. 
Apparently, the roads which now allow 
this concession either do not sustain 
such losses or find that they make up 
the loss by benefits growing out of 
stop-overs. It is hardly to. be cxpected 
that they would allow stop-overs, if 
it meant a continual drain upon their 
strong bor. 

“As has been said hefore, both At- 
lanta and the railroads have been ben- 
efited beyond reckoning by the good 
feeling and cooperation which have 
characterized their relations in the 
past. That a continuation of this coop-

“Tt is not deemed amiss to call the 
attention of cotton growers and ship- 
pers and the railroads to the fact that 
cotton bales from the United States 
shipped to Europe are received in 
worse condition as to packing than cot- 
ton bales Arriving there from any 
other country.” 

The case was brought by Anderson, 
Clayton & Co., of Oklahoma, against 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Railroad Company and other interstate 
carriers in which it was charged that 
every service included the applying 
of the owners or shippers patches to 
cotton bales in their compression was 
included in the through rate to final 
destination of the shipment. 

The commission holds that the facts 
do not justify an order against the de- 
fendant carriers; that the carriers have 
the right to compress cotton in transit 
and that the shippers or owners have

Thousands of persons are leaving the 
city in alarm. A series of severe 
shocks were experienced resterday. 

While fear has seized a great part of 
the population, the authorities continue 
resolutely at work among the ruins of 
Cartago. Many living persons have 
been released from the debris and some 
of these will survive. 

In most instances identification is 
impossible. It is reported that the dead 
include two Americans. 

The dead are being buried as rapidly 
as possible at the direction of the 
health inspectors. Dynamite is being 
used to raze the walls that are still 
standing. 

San Domingo Shaken. 

San Domingo, May 11.—A_ severe 
earthquake shock was felt here at 8 
o'clock this morning. 

There was no loss of life nor damage 
to property in the city, but reports 
from the interior have not been re- 
ceived.

Washington, May 11.—Looming out 
of the aftermath of gossip aboyt the 
administration railroad bill which the

| state commerce committee's minority 
leader that the courts “will attend to 
the rest,” and that President Taft 
must take ‘“‘what he gets” in the way 
of railroad legislation. 

Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
who nad charge of the democratic side 
in the fight on the bill, said today 
that the worst feature of the railroad 
bill was the stock and bond provision. 

“Fortunately,” however, he added, 
“that could not be enforced even if 
the senate should leave it in. The 
courts will knock it out. I fought 
that part of the measure because of 
its unconstitutionality, but I am not 
at all alarmed about it for the very 
reason that the courts would imme- 
diately pronounce a violation of the 
constitution. 

“The democratic minority accom- 
plished all that they expected.

“Kipling fairly grips one with the 
pictures he can so vigorously produce 
fin lMterature,” said Mr. William H. 
Silva yesterday, in commenting on 
what he termed the artistic qualities 
of Kipling’s writings. He is the artist 
@lways, and I believe it is the artistic 
quality in him that has impressed him 
So indelibly on the world of liter- 
ature. He as truly imprints his 
thoughts on paper, as the artist im- 
prints his ideas and ideals on the can- 
vas. 

“This fact was well illustrated in a 
stary of Kipling’s relative to a sea 
voyage which he took with two 
friends, one the scientific student, the 
other the newspaper man. 

“During the voyage they were 
threatened with disaster through the 
sudden rising from the sea of a mon- 
ster which threatened the overthrow of 
the ship. The horror lasted for sev- 
eral minutes—iong enough for all three 
men to see the monster from his own 
viewpoint, and to obtain an accurate 
idea as to its size. weight, and prob- 
. able relation to other monsters of the 
kind. 

“On the return of the three friends 
from the voyage the scentist of note 
wrote with accuracy his story of the 
experience; the newspaper man of un- 
questioned ability told his, but neither 
could inspire an interest in the story 
or find a purchaser for it. But when 
Kipling wrote his story, it was accept- 
ed, for not only did he give the tech- 
Nical facts as aid his companions, but 
he painied the picture of what he saw 
and made his readers to feel the hor- 
ror he felt when he saw it, and al- 
most tc stifle under the imaginative 
atmosphere which the great writer de- 
scribed as around the monster arising 
from the depths. Kipling was simply 
the artist of the group; and he act- 
ually showed, what the others tried 
to tell.” 

“Where can that story be found?” 
was asked Mr. Silva, but. artist-like, he 
knew only of the picture-part, the ar- 
tistic expression, and did not remem- 
ber the more technical part of where 
the story appears or when it all hap- 
pened. 

In the lecture which Mr. W. W. Mem- 
minger gives tonight in Cable hall 
on the subject of Kipling, he will give 
a brief history of the writer; the in- 
fluences which have played in his life, 
and the influences which the writer 
has brought to play in English litera- 
ture, Thnen he will read from his best 
works. 

The deatn of King Edward and the 
crowning of a new king will center 
for the time being, the eye of all 
Christendom upon England; upon her 
Ereat men, upon her writers .and 
moulders of thought. Of the latter, 
none are more essentially British in 
thought and tradition and philosophy 
than Kipling, and Mr. Memminger’s 
lecture comes as a most timely inci- 
dent.

FORBES INIURED 


IN SKY FLIGHT 


Horse Cave, Ky., May 11.—After a 
thrilling flight of 400 miles, during 
which they ascended to an altitude of 
20,600 feet and encountered two snow- 
storms, A. Holland Forbes, of Bridge- 
port, Conn., vice president of the Aero 
Club of America, and J. C. Yates, of 
New York, lost control of their bal- 
loon, the Viking, yesterday afternoon 
and descended with such precipitation 
that both aeronauts were badly 
bruised and the balloon partially 
wrecked. The balloon came to earth 
near Center, Ky., a hamlet about 20 
milés from Horse Cave, and dropped 
through the final 100 feet of space like 
a‘stone. The escape of the balloonists 
from instant death was little ghort of 
miraculous. 

Men Not Seriously Hurt. 


A representative of the Associated 
Press visited the injured balloonists 
today at the farm of Tilden Boston, 


where they were removed after alight- | 


ing, and found both men suffering 
from severe bruises and sprains, but 
not seriously injured. Although con- 
fined to their bed, they expected to be 
able to travel within two or three 
days. 

“We left Quincy, IIl., at 6:53 o'clock 
Monday evening,” said Mr. Forbes. 
“We were hoping to strike favorable 
air currents from the west that might 
give us a chance at the long distance 
record. We were carried in a semi- 
circle, however, passing over parts of 
Illinois, Missouri, Indiana and khen- 
tucky. 

Snowstorm Encountered. 

“Tuesday morning we encountered 
intense cold and a severe snowstorm 
@t an altitude of 16,000 feet. Tuesday 
afternoon, at an altitude of 16,000 feet, 
we ran into another snowstorm. 
Shortly afterward we shot up to 20,- 
000 feet. From that time on the cold 
Wwas so intense that we became be- 
numbed and half stupid and gradually 
lost power to control the balloon. I 
cannot tell what the altitude was just 
before we made our final drop, but 
efforts to let out was by the valve had 
not succeeded in bringing us to the 
ground as fast as we desired. Finally 
I decided to use the rip cord before 
we lost consciousness entirely. In 
some manner as yet unexplained the 
cord did its work entirely too well 
and dropped the bag almost from top 
to bottom. The descent was terrific 
and I judge that for the last hundred 
feet there was very little gas left in 
the balloon, as it fell like a stone.” 

The balloon, although badly dam- 
aged, can probably be repaired.

While the president made the prin- 
cipal address at the unveiling of the 
monument to Pulaski, which stands in 
the triangle at Thirteenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, Secretary of War 
Dickinson was making the principal 
address at the Kosciusko statue in 
Lafayette Park, opposite the white 
house, and J. F. Smulski, of the Polish 
National Alliance made an address in 
Polish. 

The: monument to Pulaski was 
erected by an act of congress, but the 
statue to Kcsciusko is a gift to the 
nation from the Polish National Alli- 
ance and other organizations of Poles 
who have made their homes fn the free 
republic for which their distinguished 
countrymen fought. There was @ dou. 
ble significance to the unveiling of the 
monument to Koselusko, for it mark- 
ed the opening here tomorrow of the 
First Polish National Congress to at- 
tend which thousands of Poles from 
all over the United States have come. 

The purpose of the congress is to 
discuss in all its phases the condition 
of the Polish nation, to acquire famili- 
arity with the needs of the Polish 
rational life and find ways and means 
of fulfilling them. 

The ceremonies which preceded the 
dedication of the statues were long 
planned and very elaborate. A mili- 
tary parade in which all the regular 
troops stationed at Fort Myer, as well 
as the national guard of the District 
of Columbia marched, was one of the 
features. Brigadier General Tasker H 
Bliss, United States army, was in com- 
mand. 

Where Monuments Stand. 

In the heart of the busier section of 
the city the monument to Pulask! 
stands 14 feet from the sidewalk in a 
triangular green. In the saddle of a 
charger is mounted the figure of the 
hero in the Polish Hussar uniform in 
which he won command of a brigade or 
Washington’s cavalry for his gallant 
conduct at the Brandywine. Pulaski 
always wore the uniform of his be- 
loved fatherland, and it clothed his 
breast through three years of valiant 
fighting on American soil until he fell 
at the siege of Savannah in 1779, and 
died on the United States brig of war 
Wasp in the harbor two days after. 

‘The sculptor, Chedzinskl, gatherea 
material for his work in Paris, Berlin 
and parts of Poland, and secured from 
the descendants of Pulaski a life-size 
painting of the hero mounted on a 
horse, done by Pulaski’s sister. 

In Lafayette Park a beautiful shaded 
square across Pennsylvania avenue 
from the white house, the monument 
to Kosciusko, with the exception of 
one, completes the set of five planned 
there. The others are to General La- 
feyette and Count Rochambeau, who 
commanded the French allies at York- 
town. On the remaining corner will 
be erected the statue of Baron Von 
Steuben. An immense statue of Gen- 
eral Andrew Jackson is in the center 
of the park. : 

Kosciusko is represented in the 
figure as the hero of two hemispheres, 
as his countrymen love to refer to him. 
A map of the United States, with the 
American eagle guarding, is on the 
front of the pedestal. On the other 
side is the outline of Europe and Asia 
attacked by the snake of despotism, 
with the Polish eagle fighting in de- 
fense. A Polish soldier, wounded and 
falling, is being defended by a Polish 
farmer with a scythe. Opposite an 
American soldier is cutting the shack- 
lés of an American farmer which bind 
him to the foreign yoke. Mounted on 
the pedestal is the statue of Kos- 
viusko, a map of West Potnt on one 
hand, the other on his sword. 

Inscriptions on Monuments. 

The valiant deeds of the man who 
fought consistently for liberty in an 
old world and a new—s8o consistently 
that he refused to lend himself to the 
Plans of Napoleon for the restoration 
of Poland; are recalled by the inscrip- 
tions on the monument. 

Driven to this country by an un- 
happy love iffair, he saw the new re- 
public established, and did not return 
to his native Poland until 1786. When 
Russia attacked Poland in 1792, 
Kosciusko, with 4,000 men, held 
Dubiesnka against 18,000 Russians tn 
a, famous battle. After the second par- 
tition of Poland in 1794 he put him- 
seif at the head of a national move- 
ment, and was proclaimed dictator and 
commander in chief. Covered with 
wounds he fell into the hands of his 
enemies, @nd was restored to liberty 
by the Emperor Paul two years later. 

Alexander, in 1814, refused to grant 
an amnesty to Poles in foreign lands 
and t» make Kosciusko constitution- 
al king of Poland, and for the re- 
mainder of his life he lay aside his 
sword and lived the peaceful life of a 
aca in Franes until he was killed

GERMANS FIGHT 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


Kaiser Has a Sham Bat- 
tle for the Colonel. 


12,000 Troops Were Engaged 
in the Contest---Kaiser Tells 
His Officers That They Are 
Honored in Having as Guest 
Colonel of Rough Riders. 


Berlin, May 11.—A sham fight, in 
which 12,000 German soldiers of all 
arms took part, oecupied the attention 
of Colonel Roosevelt and Emperor 
William for several hours this morn- 
ing. After the battle, which took 
place on the field at Doeberitz, the 
whole body of troops paraded before 
the ex-president and emperor, who 
were standing side by side some twen- 
ty paces in front of the gorgeous 
staff. They saluted the colors of the 
various commands, the emperor touch- 
ing his helmet and Colonel Roosevelt 
lifting his sombrero. 

Kaiser Talks to Colonel. 

Speaking partly in English and 
partly in German, the emperor, turn- 
ing to Colonel Roosevelt, said: 

“You are the first civilian who has 
reviewed our soldiers,” and then to the 
German officers: ‘We are honored in 
having here the distinguished colonel 
of the Rough Riders.” 

The former president was five hours 
in the saddle and spent much time 
talking with the emperor. They drew 
apart from the others and at times 
were exceedingly vehement in their 
gestures. Colonel Roosevelt wore a 
dingy khaki uniform, while the em- 
peror and his generals in uniform of 
blue and in gold. helmets made a 
striking contrast. 

Colonel Roosevelt said tonight that 
he felt quite able to deliver his lec- 
ture tomorrow before the university. 
Dr. Fraenkel, who has been treating 
the ex-president’s throat, said that in 
all probability he would permit his 
patient to carry out his plans. 

Roosevelt's Voice Husky. 

It was true, he added, that the 
colonel’s voice is husky and would 
seem to be unequal to the task. but 
the doctor was confident that he could 
clear it up by an hour’s work. The 
emperor probably will speak briefly 
upon the conferring of the doctor's 
degree on Colonel Roosevelt. 

President Taft’s invitation to Mr. 
Roosevelt to represent the United 
States as special ambassador at the 
funeral of the late king of England 
was received this morning and accept- 
ance was immediately cabled to Wash- 
ington. 

A dinner was given at the Ameri- 
can embassy tonight, the guests, in ad- 
dition to the Roosevelts, including 
several notable persons.

Jacksonville, Fla., May 11.—With 
about 80 per cent of the vote reported, 
the result stands in the senatorial con- 
test: Taliaferro 18,440, Broward 16,470 
and L'Engle 3,793. It is probable that 
the precincts not yet heard from will 
reduce Senator Taliaferro’s lead to 
some point between 1,000 and 1,500. 

The executive committee submitted 
a proposition to call a conven- 
tion to make a state platform and 
make some of the minor nominations. 
This was overwhelmingly defeated. 

In the first district Representative 
Sparkman nad no opposition.

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HOW BALLINGER 
COT HIS PLACE 


Wastington, May 11.—Rising to a 
question of personal privilege, Senator 
Piles, of Washington, today explained 
to the senate the ciroumstances under 
which Secretary Ballinger had receitv- 
ed his appomtment as secretarry of the 
interior, and also those under which 
Secretary Ballinger had been appointed 
commissioner of the general land office. 

The explanation was called forth by 
the iniimation of Attorney Brandeis, 
counsel for L. R. Glavis, at the Bal- 
linger-Pinchet investigation that Mr. 
Ballinger’s appointment as commis- 
sioner had been influenced by Mr. Piles 
at the instance of persons who were 
interesteé€ in the Cunningham coal 
cases. 

Garfield Wanted Ballinger. 

Mr. Piles said that the first intima- 
tion he had that Mr. Ballinger’s ap- 
pointment as commissioner of the gen- 
eral land office was contemplated, was 
previous to the appointment when he 
called on President Roosevelt, who told 
him that he would be glad to have 
him (Mr. Piles) wire Mr. Ballinger 
because, as he said, Secretary Gar- 
field, who had been a school-mate of 
Mr. Ballinger was most anxious to ob- 
tain his services. Mr. Piles sent the 
telegram, he said, but expressed the 
belief that Ballingr would not accept. 

“He asked me to urge him strong- 
ly,” contirved Mr. Piles, ‘“‘because he 
said he really needed such a man in 
that office.” 

Mr. Piles said that Ballinger at first 
declined, but that as he understood it, 
after both President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Garfield pleaded with Mr. Ballinger by 
wire to accept, he did so, 

“These are the fasts, the absolute 
facts, and they would be verified by 
Mr. Roosevelt under oath,” asserted 
the senator. 

Why Taft Took Ballinger. 

In respect to the appointment of Mr. 
Ballinger as secretary of the Interior 
by President Taft, Mr. Piles stated 
that when he heard about it, he asked 
Ballinger if he wanted the place, and 
he replied that he did not, explaining, 
as Mr. Piles asserts. that he hoped 
his friend, Mr. Garfield would be re- 
appointed. Subsequently, he heard of 
Ballinger’s appointment, although he 
said that neither he nor his colleague, 
Senator Jones, had been consulted 
about it.

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‘STOCK MARKET SHOWED 
STRONG UNDERTONE 


Although There 
ible Selli 


Was Consider- 
at Times, 


to Take Profits. 


New York, May 11.—The persistence 
with which gtocks were absorbed at 
the various price levels today, had an 
influence in stiffening speculative con- 
fidence and formed the tone of the 
market. The sources of the buying 
were not always manifest and it was 
met, at times, by effective selling, 
prompted by an obvious desire to rea- 
lize profits on the recent advance, 
Such conspicuous market leaders aa 
the Harriman Pacifics, Northern Pa- 
cific, Chesapeake and Ohio, and, at 
times, United States steel, were held 
back by realizing sales of this kind. 
These sales were renewed quite ac- 
tively at the last and unsettled the 
closing tone considerably. 

No striking new event occurred to 
account for the strong undertone of 
the market. The quieter tone of the 
wheat market today took the edge off 
the effect of yesterday's sudden slump. 
There was a realization that specula- 
tive maneuvers in that market shared, 
with crop conditions in the causes for 
the action of the price. The after 
effects of the government crop report 
have been, however, to allay the most 
serious of the anxiety which was felt 
over the amount of damage done to 
the grain crops by the severe weather 
of the latter part of April. Current 
reports also, point to constant im- 
provement in conditions, especially in 
the spring wheat belt. 

Besides the growing influence of the 
agricultural general prospect, the se- 
curities market is having the benefit of 
other general considerations. The 
passing of the depression caused by 
the succession of the British throne. 
trought with it a sense of substantial 
relief which, it was felt, entitled the 
stock market to an upward reacton. 
This wos an infiuence that passed by 
cympathy between the international 
markets. It was strengthened today 
by the easing of the money markets. 
The private atscount rate in Berlin 
was marked down a fraction and Lon- 
aon cables pointed to the likelihood 
of a reduction tn the official discount 
rate of the bank of England tomorrow. 
In New York demanéd sterling touched 
$4,8635,. the lowest price of the year, 
with some subsequent recovery. The 
prospect of the reduction of the bank 
of Fngland’s official discount rate af- 
fected change. So did the appear- 
ance of further bflls based on the 
placing of American securities abroad. 
A g00d deal of attention was paid to 
the copper metal market and there 
was many rumors current of develop- 
ments in that trade 

Official information of copper trans- 
actions, bevond the periodical publf- 
cation of the statistics of the Copper 
Producers’ Association is not to be 
had. The price of the metal advanc- 
ed again here. but fell back tn Lon- 
don. Last month's large accumulation 
was attributed mostiv to the lead- 
ing interests and its contro) was said 
to have increased sufficiently as a con- 
sequence to enable it to exact the bet- 
ter prices from some of the recent buy- 
ers. A somewhat better tone, also, 
was said to be growing up in the 
fron market. Brooklyn Transit was the 
subject of dividend dumors. Wabash 
was affected by the revival of old ru- 
mors of new control. Adjustment of 
the trunk line dispute over import 
{freight rates and proposed increases 
in suburban passenger rates out of 
New York were faoters in the day’s 
market.
